The 1947 March of Dimes 
drive for funds for the Nat- 
ional Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis will be  con- 
ducted this year between 
January 15 and 80.

The total quota for this 
drive is $12,000,000, of which 
one half is for the National 
Headquarters and one-half 
goes into the treasury of the 
10cal chapters of the Foun- 
dation. 

The drive this year in Cof- 
fee County is under the di- 
rection of Mrs. J. F. Brun- 
son of Elba. and it is her de- 
sire that the county’s full 
quota he raised, and commu- 
nity chairmen are being se-! 
lected in every community in 
the county. Each and eyv- 
ery citizen in the county can 
help put the drive over by, 
making a voluntary offering. ’ 
If everyone gave a_ small 
amount the quota would soon 
be raised. | 

Mrs. Price Ringo is chair- 
man for Elba and already 
dime cards are being distrib- 
ted to those children who 
want to help in this cause. 
Banks are also being placed 
in business establishments, 
and advertising distributed. 

Remember the drive is on 
now and will close®on Jan- 
uary 30. While much of the 
fund will be raised by the 
contribution of dimes, buar- 
ters and half-dollars, folding 
money in small and large 
denominations will ‘be very 
acceptable.

PROGRESS NOTED BY 
WELFARE DEPARTMENT 
OVER PAST 5 YEARS 


In December 1941, 363 per- 
sons were receiving assis- 
tance at an average grant of 
$9.85. Total expenditure for 
the month was _ $8,516.04. 
There were 109 persons ap- 
yroved for assistance but not 
‘receiving due to lack of 
funds. 

In December 
number had increased to: 
569 persons received finan- 
cial assistance at an average 
grant of $19.88 and a total 
monthly expenditure of $11..- 
366.00. 88 persons had been 
approved but were not re- 
ceiving due to lack of funds. 


In December 1941 thers 
was one licensed boarding 
home in the county in which 
one child had received board- 
ing care. By December 1946 
we had four licensed board- 
ing homes which has now 
increased to five. During 
the past five years 13 chil- 
dren have received boarding 
home care. 

During the past five years 
the department has made 
investigation (acting as au 
agent for the court) in 53 
juvenile court cases. Inves- 
tigations have also been 
made on 25 petitions for 
adoption. 

At present the department 
is giving active supervision 
to 88 children in the county 
(whose families are not in 
need of financial assistance) 
but whose homes need sup- 
ervision in order that the 
children may not become de- 
linquent or dependent. 

During the past 12 months 
investigations have been 
made on 294 new  applica- 
tions as_ well as 598 home 
visits to families already re- 
ceiving or approved in order 
to determine their continuing 
eligibility. 

As applications are now 
coming in at the rate of 30 or 
more per month, and as visits 
are required by law to be 
made to all persons approved 
for assistance at least once a 
year, the department asks 
for public understanding and 
patience in getting applica- 
tions completed. There are 
only three case workers on 
the staff including the direc- 
tor which means that a pro- 
digious amount of work has 
to be handled by a very small 
staff. As there are 83 appli- 
cations approved but not re- 
ceiving due to lack of funds, 
the department also would 
like to get across public in- 
terpretation on this point so 
that persons coming in to 
apply will know about the 
situation and will understand 
why, when their application 
is approved, they may have 
to wait sometime before re- 
ceiving assistance.

JESUS INTERVIEWED BY 
NICODEMUS 
LESSON TEXT—Jolin 8:1-11, 16, 17. 
MEMORY SELECTION — Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.—John 3:3.

How does one become a 
tian? This was the question of \ 
demus, and it is the question in the 
hearts and minds of thousands in 
every generation, The answer is 
clear and definite. 

The only entrance into the Chris- 
tian life is by the door of the new 
birth. Regeneration is the act of 
God whereby the divine nature is 
imparted to the believing sinner and 
he becomes the child of God, He 
who has not entered by this way 
has not entered at all. He is still 
dead in trespasses and sins, with- 
out God and without hope (ph. 
231,12) 

The Pharisees who looked for 
the coming of the Messiah as a sec- 
ular conqueror wondered at this 
new spiritual leader. It was prob- 
ably as much on their behalf as his 
own that Nicodemus came to in- 
quire of Jesus. In answering his 
questions Jesus reveals the neces- 
sity, the nature, and the method of 
regeneration. 


I. The New Birth—a Necessity 
(vv. 1-7). 

Our Lord's visitor was a man of 
distinction and standing in the com- 
munity, but Jesus was not unduly 
impressed by the dignity and high 
station of his visitor, nor by the vis- 
itor’s courteous aknowledgment of 
his own position as a great teacher. 
With decisive boldness Jesus de- 
clares that this man, a cultured 
and distinguished ruler of the Jews, 
must be born again, if he is to see 
the kingdom of God. 

God is no respecter of persons. 
The doctor of divinity must be born 
again just as much as the illiterate 
fisherman, D. L. Moody once said 
that he was thankful it was to such 
a man as Nicodemus that Jesus 
presented the necessity of the new 
birth, or men would have said that 
only the down-and-outer needed to 
be saved. 

Two reagens are given by our 
Lord for the ‘‘must’’ of verse 7: 
(1) The kingdom of God is a spir- 
itual kingdom and cannot be en- 
tered by way of our human nature; 
and (2) “that which is born of the 
flesh is flesh’’ and is radically and 
essentially bad. To learn why that 
is true read Jeremiah \13;23 and 
Galatians 5:19-21, 

Scripture on this point is almost 
diametrically opposed to much of 
the teachings in our schools and 
colleges. But God’s Word is right; 
let us follow it. 


IJ. The New Birth—a Mystery 
(vv. 8-11). 

God has graciously revealed to 
us “all things that pertain unto life 
and godliness, through the knowl- 
edge” of Christ (II Pet. 1:3). But 
it is true—and we say quite appro- 


priately true — that he has, some 
things hidden in his own blessed 
counsels, We know the experience 


of the new birth, We see the blessed 
results of regeneration. But what 
actually takes place is a divine 
mystery, not fathomable by human 
reason. Those who insist that all 
‘spiritual truth be put through the 
little norm of their intelligence will 
never understand it or receive its 
blessing (I Cor, 2:14). 

The striking illustration of the 
life-giving and energizing wind 
used by our Lord is most illuminat- 
ing. Wind is unseen, but the re- 
sults of its movement are evident. 
Tven so the spiritual rebirth of men 
is an enigma to the worldly man, 
but even he can see its results in 
godly living. 

We know that regeneration is not 
only a possibility, but an actuality, 
a fact; in truth, the greatest of all 
facts. 


Ill. The New Birth—a Reality 
(vv. 16, 17). 


Just as there was healing and 
life in a look at the uplifted serpent 
in the wilderness (Num. 21:8), so 
there is life for a look at the Cruci- 
fied One. Faith receives God's per- 
feet provision for sin. 

Verse 16 may well be regarded 
as the greatest sentence in the 
greatest Book in the world, It 
presents the whole plan of salva- 
tion—its source, its ground, its re- 
cipients, its condition, and its re- 
sult. 

This glorious salvation is for all 
men—‘'whosvever’’—but some re- 
ject it. Notice that God does not 
condemn them, Their own evil 
works and desires condemn them 
(vv, 17-20). God in his grace is 
ready and willing to save, but men 
love “darkness rather than light,’ 
for their works are evil. 

Our tender, loving heavenly Fath- 
er has no desire to condemn any- 
one. The man or woman who falls 
under his condemnation of sin does 
so by choice. God's desire is that 
all should be saved, 

Will you, unbeliever who reads 
these lines, respond now to his gra- 
cious invitation?

Food Shortages 
May Go to 1948 


Even Greater Sacrifices 


May Be Called For. 


WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson 
forwarned Americans that food 
shortages may continue into 1948 
and that they would be called upon 
for greater sacrifices to help stem 
,the march of starvation across the 
world. 

Anderson sketched the nation's 
food outlook in an extemporaneous 
address before the Rotary club in 
Washington, 

He did not indicate the nature of 
the further sacrifices, but assert- 
ed that they would be necessary 
“in the near future.”’ 

Presumably, Americans will 
have to get along with even less 
grain and fats and vegetable oils, 
since these products are needed 
most to combat famine abroad. In 
the coming months, U. S. consump- 
tion of fats and oils will be 20 per 
cent less than it has been. The per- 
centage of supplies in domestic 
channels may be smaller, the sec- 
retary indicated, if famine de- 
mands continue to grow, 

Anderson, discussing the length 
of the food shortage, said many 
products would be scarce the rest 
of 1946 and through next year. He 
added that it is possible some short- 
ages will extend into 1948. 

The secretary emphasized the 
continued deficit in U, S. shipments 
of wheat, cereals, meat and fats to 
famine areas, but expressed confi- 
dence that commitments for the 
period ending June 30 will be ful- 
filled. 

Anderson blamed black market 
competition with the government 
for the shortage of meat and lard 
for export, and said a new slaugh-

NEW RULES AND REGULATIONS 
MUST BE ENFUKCED 


In order to maintain better service it is necessary to 
have some strict rules, which must be followed by citizens 
of the Town. 

FIRST: When the alarm is given, all cars and trucks 
must stay out of the streets leading to the location of the 
fire, in order to give the fire trucks ample time and space 
for safe runs. Do not park your car or truck near the 
building, and do not drive over the water hose under any 
circumstances. 


SECOND: Do not call the telephone office to find out 
where the fire is located. Operators will be busy notifying 
meinbers of fire company and other officers where the 
fire 3s, and have been instructed not to notify other persons 
until fire company members get to the fire. 


THIRD: Do not handle or remove any equipment from 
the urucks—this is the job of fire company members only— 
and unless you have been authorized by officers of the com- 
pany do not interfere with their work. 


All fire plugs in the City are being tested and repaired 
where needed, and the old hose is being repaired where 
possible. 1200 feet of new hose has already been received. 
Several test runs have already been made and others are 
pianned in order for members to get thoroughly organized 
for efficient work. 

The Mayor and Council are deeply interested in giving 
residents of Elba better fire fighting facilities, which will 
lead to a possible reduction in insurance rates, but it is nec- 
essary that full cooperation of citizens be given in these 
efforts. We trust that the rules set forth herewith will be; 
opeyed without the necessity of drastic action.
